Many  alumni  have 
excelled  in  positions  of  trust  throughout  the  country  in  such  professions  as  religion,  law,  education>,t^H»i? 
armed  forces,  business,  ond  government.  One  such  alumnus,  Cordell  Hull,  achieved  worldwide  proi^itm^ 
OS  the  father  of  the  United  Nations.  He  conceived  of  the  Good  Neighbor  Policy,  and  won  the  Nobel  Prize 
for  Peace.  He  served  as  Secretary  of  State  longer  than  any  other  man.

Cumberland  University  was  founded  in  1  842.  Classes  began  with  an  enrollment  of  45 
students  and  4  professors.  Today,  over  400  students  attend  classes  at  Cumberland  College 
under  the  guidance  of  over  20  faculty  members.  Over  the  years  Cumberland  has  continuously 
provided  for  the  students  o  select  body  of  superior  instructors.  Through  the  continued  efforts  of 
its  faculty  and  staff,  Cumberland's  great  tradition  will  continue  to  influence  the  lives  of  its 
students. 
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A  series  of  unfortunate  events  dealt  damaging  blows  to  the 
Cumberland  campus.  During  the  Civil  War,  the  buildings  and  library 
were  completely  destroyed.  Written  on  the  sole  remaining  column  of 
the  old  University  Hall  was  the  single  Latin  word  "RESURGAM" 
meaning  "I  will  arise."  True  to  these  words  new  buildings  were 
constructed  and  at  the  present  time  the  Cumberland  campus  is  an 
attractive  home  for  the  college. 


Second  only  to  acodemics,  athletics  is  a  vital  part  of  the  Cumberland 
student's  education.  In  addition  to  the  highly  successful  basketball  program, 
intercollegiate  sports  such  as  baseball,  tennis,  golf  and  intramural  activities 
ore  scheduled  to  provide  o  well-rounded  physical  education  program. 
Notable  events  in  Cumberland's  sports  history  ore  the  defeat  of  the  Bulldog 
football  team  by  Georgia  Tech  by  a  score  of  222-0  and  in  recent  years,  the 
excellent  record  of  its  basketball  team  which  ranked  4th  in  the  nation.
